t one time he possessed several 
thousand dollars, but on account 
of his kindness t.> every body, 
and his indulgence to his own 
family, he died a poor mau so far 
as this world goes, but thank G"d 
that is not very far ; aud in the 
true sense, he was a very lich man 
■rich beyond measure. If there 
e elevated seats in heaven and 
there is one seat just a little high- 
ban aby other, uncle Creel 
Yates will be on the top round, 
wearing a shining crown. 

He was one of the few men in 
Kentucky who lived more than his 
three-score and ten who uever 
knew the taste of liquor. He was 
the only man I ever knew who al- 
ways did unto others as he would 
have them do uuto him. His 
great Christiau character was al- 
ways most prominent in his afflic- 
tions and misfortunes, being at 
himself, conservative and level- 
headed, with presence of mind to 
think before speaking or acting, 
and when he took a stand for the 
right all the powers upon earth 
could not move him from his con- 
victions. 
The courts of Adair county will 
iss him as a fair-minded juror; 
his own neighborhood will miss 
him and his example; his Church 
and Association will miss his 
work and influence; his children 
will miss his love and protection 
every day and hour. No man ever 
lived who was more faithful to his 
wife and children nor who made 
any more sacrifices for their pleas- 
Me thinks to-day that sure- 
ly his memory and his example 
will live in Adair county forages.

I thought I would write from 
this part of God's vineyard, think- 
iug some of your many readers 
might be interested in seeing a 
few line* from here. 

This is a go ,d farming country 
and also a Block country. We 
were cut very short ou a corn crop 
last year, but the wheat crop was 
fairly good — from 15 to 85 bush- 
els per acre, and a spendid quali- 
ty. Corn is very scarce aud high. 
It is worth 00 to 70 cents per 
bushel. 

A great deal of stock has been 
shipped out of this couutry since 
last Summer, on account of the 
drouth. The people will be hard 
up here until wo get another crop. 

There have been great changes 
here since I came, in 1870. Laud 
was worth theu $2.50 to $10.00 
per acre; now it ia worth from 
$10.00 to $40.00 per acre We 
have a good class of citizens here; 
they are from almost all parts of 
the world. We have good schools 
and churches of all denominations 
—that is a few of the good things 
that we are blessed with. 

Now I will give you a few of the 
drawbacks, as all sections have 
their good and bad qualities. We 
some times have very hot aud dry 

eather and some times it gets 
very cold, with high winds. We 
also have a few cyotes aud Repub- 
licans, but as I said before all sec- 
tions have their drawbacks. We 
have as good water here as any 

an could wish. 

This has been the finest winter 
weather I ever saw. There were a 
few days of cold weather in De- 
cember, but did not last long. 
There has been very little snow 
this winter, but there is plenty 
time yet for cold weather.

land or other thing in which the 
liquors were sold, bartered or loan- 
ed shall be liable for all fines ad- 
judged against the person selling. 



of spirituous, 
vinous or malt liquors to be paid 
for on delivery, commonly called 
C. O. D. shipments,' into any 
county, city, town, district or pre- 
cinct where said act is in force 
shall ,be unlawful and shall be 
deemed sales of such liquors at the 
place where the money is paid or 
the goods are delivered ; the car- 
rier and his agents Belling or de- 
hving such goods shall be liable 
jointly with the vendor therefor." 



The bill repealing the double li 
ability clause of corporations was 
passed by the Kentucky Senate 
last Friday by a vote of 26 to 2. 
It will be reported to the House 
and will doubtless pass that body 
and become a law in a few days 
We believe this to be a step tend- 
ing to invite capital into our state 
for development of her great re- 
sources and if is a section ii 
the country that should solicit 
and encourage legitimate develop- 
ment it is Kentucky. We do not 
believe iu giving corporations more 
priviliges than individuals bat a 
friendly and fair treatment to both 
tends to increase oar wealth, ex- 
pand onr trade and better the con- 
dition! of all.

The Larue County Herald gives the 
following account of their 
Hodgenville: 

"H. E. Simpson andRobt. Anderson, 
two suspicious-looking strangers, were 
arrested at the depot last Monday 
morning as suspects.

Cundiff and Boles then got the toxof 
goods tbey were shipping and found in 
it a line lap robe, two pairs of new 
and a lot of post-office supplies, 
consisting of ten dollars' worth of 
stamped envelopes and nearly two dol- 
lars worth of postal cards. It is very 
evident that they had made connec- 
tion with a combined post-office and 
country store some place and had con- 
quered it and carried It into captivity.

A Sermon on Oil. 

Rev. Dr. F. C. Pillsbury, at the Cen- 
tenary Methodist church, Lexington, 
preached a sermon recently with the 
oil industry of Kentucky as his theme. 
With the "five foolish virgins" under 
contemplation, he said: Multitudes 
say that the development of oil prop- 
erties is gambling, pure and simple. 1 
do not so regard it. I regard it as a 
great legitimate enterprise that God 
has committed to the hands of men, 
as legitimate as the banking business 
or any other business. That there is 
the opportunity of gambling and de- 
ceiving many, I do not deny, but to 
brand the whole Industry as gambling 
is unjust. The industry requires 
brain, effort, money and patience to 
develop it. It must meet the princi- 
ples of honest business, wisely and 
economically administered. Tfcereare 
live classes of people who will learc 
wlsiom from the development of the 
oil field which confront us. The first 
class is the reckless, dare-devil class, 
regardless of the outcome as long as 
tbey can make their own pittance 
from it— men minus any sense of hon- 
or principle. The second class is com- 
posed of those people who are too con- 
fiding, too innocent to transact busi- 
ness anyhow and who Illustrate the 
proverb, '-A fool and bis money is 
soon parted." In the third class is 
them in of forethought, who studied 
thetwld carefully and informs himself 
of the' conditions, who is honest and 
competent to develop tbe industry. 
Closely allied to him is the thrifty in 
vestor, who is willing to risk part of 
his wealth, not only for himself but for 
the general welfare of tbe State. In 
the fifth class are the ultra-conserva- 
tives, too wise to invest a single dollar 
In something that Is new and like the 
man who finds a substitute in the time 
of war. There is not the slightest ele- 
ment of ancertainty in Its ultimate 
development. There will be foriunes 
lost ia it, but It sounds the bugle call 
of opportunity, of a great, buMnevs and 
promoting the welfare Of the State. I 
like any con litl « that wakts men up 
and Vit*3aai tbem. There will doubt- 
less be fraud. There will also be the 
man who will regrot that he had cried 
"Time enough." Many will say "the 
bri.Jegrooii cometh" to the oil fields 
of Kentucky.

adequate reciprocity with Cuba is be- 
ing brought to bear on Congress. 

Cuba tbe problem thus created is nut 
in the least complicated. Of dire ne- 
cessity, the people of that island look 
to us for relief from their present de- 
plorable plight. They have our na- 
tional pledge for protection and fair 
treatment. They are forbidden to en- 
ter into treaties with other Govern- 
ments save with our approval. Conse- 
quently, they are helpless to remedy 
the ills now afflicting them. Tbey 
must depend solely upon the Ameri- 
can national sense of lienor for tbe 
fulfillment of the pledge which we 
have giver, them. 

Our duty in honor, therefore, is tu 
reduce the the tariff on Cuban products 
to a point making Cuban prosperity 
possible. There is no escape fmru tbis 
if we are to retain our national self- 
respect. The argument that we may 
suffer somewhat ourselves through 
keeping our word with Cuba can have 
no weight as an honorable argument. 
Congress should keep in mind the 
plain truth that we are under solemn 
obligation to extend equitable protec- 
tion to Cuban interests and should dis- 
pose of the existing situation on 
basis alone.— St. Louis Republic.
